Application cards and In- 
formation Bulletins for the 
College Qualification Test 
are available in the Regis- 
trar’s Lobby. 

Test dates are May 14, 
May 21, and June 3. The 
test is optional for all Se- 
lective Service Registrants. 

As Selective Service will 
change classifications soon, 
the College urges that all 
Registrants wishing to keep 
or establish student defer- 
ments apply for the test 
immediately. The deadline 
for application is April 23.

The Selective Service Sys- 

tem has not released informa- 
tion on the exact criteria that 
will be used for establishing 
student deferments, however, 
indivations are that regulations 
used in 1951 will apply. At 
(hat time, under-graduates 
qualified for student defer- 
ments, Class II-S, for their 
next academic year if they 
finished their ireshman year 
in the top half of the male 
class, the sophomore year in 
the top two-thirds, and the 
junior year in the top three- 
quarters. 

While the ranking system 
for under-graduate students 
seems fairly certain at this 
time, the status of graduate 
students is not clear. In 1951, 
a Registrant had to finish his 
senior year in the top quar- 
ter of the male class to qual- 
ify for a graduate deferment. 
Dean McGrath speculates that 
the new system will require 
that a stuclent finish his senior 
year in the top half of his 
class to qualify for deferment 
as a praduate student. 

The Selective Service Sys- 
tem announced last Wednes- 
day that the College Qualifi- 
cation Test will be given on 
this campus May 14, May 2l, 
and June 3. Application Cards 


and a “Bulletin of [nforma- 
tion,” providing = information 
on the test, are available in 


the Reyistrar’s Lobby of the 
Adniinistration Building. Llow 
test results wili be used by 
local Selective Service Boards 
has yet to be announced, how- 
ever it is assumed that the 
system in effect in 1951 will 
apply. At that time, any stu- 
dent who scored above a cer- 
tain score qualified for a stu- 
dent deferment, regardless of 
his class standing, (just so long 
as he remained a student in 
yood standing).

COMMITTEE OK’S PAY HIKE 
FOR COLLEGE PROFESSORS 


Dr. Robert Livingston, SSC 
professor of government and 
chairman of the Academic 
Senate, carlier this week 
warned Assembly Ways and 
Means committee members 
that California state colleges 
may become “the largest med- 
iocre system of education in 
the nation.” 

Livingston spoke in favor of 
an amendment by Assembly- 
man Hale Asheraft to provide 
a salary increase of 11.2 per 
cent for state college faculty. 

Recruiting difficulties stim- 
ulated the request, as state 
college faculty wages lag 16 
per cent behind the state uni- 
versities. 

The governor had originally 
asked for 6.7 per cent amount- 
ing to $6.9 million. The addi- 


tional amount requested by 
the colleges totals $4.7 mil- 
lion, 

William D. Plesser, repre- 
senting the California Feder- 
ation of Teachers, supported 
the increase on the assump- 
tion that future secondary 
teachers will net be of the 


quality needed in California if 
graduated from colleges with 
inadequate teaching staffs. 

Livingston concluded his re- 
marks by saying that the state 
colleges began with a goal of 
“quality education for the 
masses,” and this great ex- 
periment should not be aban- 
doned, 

The committce improved the 
amendment by a_ voice vote. 
The next test is the full As- 
sembly.

the Review. Financial support 
in the form of grants was also 
recommended for the Student 
and the Levee. Final approv- 
al of the budget rests with the 
Board of Finance (BOF) which 
acts upon the BOP'’s recom- 
mendation 

Turned down by the BOP 
was a proposal from the Forum 
Ad Hoe Committee to Improve 
the State Hornet The com- 
mittee requested appropria- 
tions to enable publication of 
an eight-page paper, three 
times a week. The committee 
also asked that finances be 
made available to pay the Hor- 
mt Editor $600 a year, and 
the other editors $250-$350 a 
vear The committee felt the 
Hornet facilities were not suf- 
ficient to handle a tri-weckly 
newspaper. The board vetoed 
the salary proposal because it 
thought improvement of the 
school paper should come from 
a desire to improve, not finan- 
cial incentive. It was proposed 
that student-advisor orienta- 
tions sessions and regular of- 
fice hours might contribute to 
the quality of the newspaper. 

The Hornet requested $10,- 
310.94 from ASSSC funds. The 
remainder of expected § ex- 
penses for next year, $20,055.58, 
will be met by advertising 
sales. Statesman expenses are 
estimated at $8,100, with $4,055 
requested from ASSSC. The 
Review asked for a total of 
$1,144 for 1966-67. 

Additional budget expendi- 
tures were also recommended 
for The Student and The 
Levee. Asking for the first 
time, both publications request- 
ed subsidies to help buy paper 
supplies. The Student asked 
for $324.12, and The Levee for 
$300. The money for these 
supplics would be controlled 
by the Co-ordinator of Publi- 
cations.

higner than under-graduates 
In the case of students who 
received low scores on the ex- 
amination, results were not 
used when class standings es- 
tablished a basis for defer- 
ment. On the other hand, stu- 
dents who could not qualify 
for deferments on the basis of 
class standing, but who scored 
above minimum on the ex- 
amination, were deferred. In 
other words, the examination 
could assist a student in qual- 
ifying for deferment, but could 
not be used against him. On 
the basis of all available in- 
formation, Dean of Students 
Donald W. Bailey advises all 
Selective Service Registrants 
to apply for the test immed- 
iately, although taking the test 
is optional for cach Registrant. 
There is no charge to the stu- 
dent for applying or taking 
the test. 

Currently, Local Selective 
Service Boards are classify- 
ing many students II-S, pend- 
ing the beginning of the new 
classification system. At the 
close of the Spring Semester 
all colleges will report the 
class standings of all Selective 
Service Registrants to local 
boards. Local boards will fin- 
ish the reclassification of stu- 
dents on the basis of class 
standing and examination re- 
sults (if taken by the students) 
before the beginning of the 
Fall 1966 Semester. Students 
who do not qualify for student 
deferments under the new sys- 
tem will probably be eligible 
to apply for a classification of 
I1-S-C, which will defer the 
student until the close of the 
academic year, on a one-time 
basis only.
